Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 17. — Fewer, 
larger and better schools are needed 
in- Kentucky and couflty boards of ed- 
ucation created under the new school 
law In Kentucky are being urged by 
SUte Superintendent Oeorgo Oolvin to 
decrease the number of aohoOla and 
apply funds to make thoae remaining 
as highly efficient ae posallble. It has 
been a practice In the luist, he aaserta 
In a communication to the boards, to 
multiply schools and divide the rev- 
enue, sometimes to secure votes and 
sometimes to pleaaa taUridnala In the 
diatrtcL - 

In many of Oieae dtatrlota the auper- 
Intendents says, the population 
does not justify a school, calling to 
the attention of tho ofTirlals tho rla^iso 
in the stale law which says that 
"every school district in tiie state 
must contain not fewer than fifty 
white (dilldren ef aehool ace." 

"It shonid be the- poUcy of your 
county board to reduce the number of 
schools In your county." the superin- 
tendent wrote. "We do not need more 
schools, 'but fewer, larcer and lieiter 
schools. Sometimes the best way to re- 
duce the number of eehools Is to r«n- 
aoUdata: aometinaa. towmar. ocn- 
adldathHi la not ^rMttatUe aad than 
the better plan would be to aas'en 
your children In these small -districts 
to neighboring districts. Hy lainulng 
tiie number of schools in your county 
yon win at the same lime reduce ilio 
number -of teacher situations: by ro- 
ductag Oe mnaber of taaAer pr<i- 
tiotts you win aaro the ■easy apent 
teadier sdartea. TWa' nioBay ran 
be used to increase tiM aalariea of re- 
maining teachers and increased sahr- 
[■s will enable you to employ more 
onipetent ami liotlor ilnalifiod tearh- 
crs."
